charging the jury that Donaho’s testi­ 
mony as to seeing Penn pass through 
the 
iron door 
was corroborated 
of 
Wissell’s story. 
There is no such cor­ 
roboration 
to be found 
in Donaho’s 
testimony. 
4. 
The learned Court erred in its 
omission to fully charge the jury as to 
the legal significance of “gross negli­ 
gence”, upon which charge the defen­ 
dants were charged. 
5. 
The learned Court erred in fail­ 
ing to charge the jury that in a joint 
indictment of two defendants, the jury 
might acquit the one and convict the 
other. 
6. 
The learned Court erred in giv­ 
ing undue prominence to the Common­ 
wealth’s testimony. 
7. The learned Court erred in per­ 
mitting the case to be tried before the 
jurors who were present at the April 
Term of Court, while the investigation 
of the case was being made by the 
grand jurors, and 
by reason thereof 
the defendants were prejudiced by the 
public discussion incident to said in­ 
vestigation.

SCHOOLS SHOW 
GREAT INCREASE 


Twenty Per Cent Gain Made in 
Enrollment at 
Biglerville. 
/ I 


Biglerville Schools show an increase 
in enrollment of twenty per cent com­ 
pared to the figures of the first month 
last year according to a report fur­ 
nished the Board of Education at its 
October meeting by the Supervising 
Principal, C. C. Meuhe. The increase 
was mainly in the High School de­ 
partment, which 
under the 
six-six 
plan now numbers 135 pupils. 
This 
compares with eighty-one pupils en­ 
rolled last year in the high school. 
Part of this increase is accounted for 
by the consolidation of the Seventh 
and 
Eighth Grades with the 
high 
school. 
However the actual increase 
of the last four classes was 26. 


Activities in the schools are flour­ 
ishing and the scholastic work is pro­ 
gressing 
uniformly. 
During 
the 
month a complete organization of all 
six classes in the high school was 


effected. 
The Senior Class of the 
high school raised the sum of $75 at a 
carnival during the month. 
The pro­ 
ceeds will be devoted to publishing a 
class book next spring. 
A tennis 
tournament and a quoit tournament 
are in progress and to the winners 
will be given a silver cup. Hot school 
lunches are being served daily, be­ 
tween forty and fifty scholars being 
present at each lunch. 


The building has been improved by 
refitting one of the grade rooms so 
that it can be used as a commercial 
room. 
The halls have 
also 
been 
painted and hew hat racks erected. A 
tennis racquet holder has been ob­ 
tained. 
Doors for the library book 
shelves were ordered. 
The attendance during the month 
was exceptionally good. 
An aver­ 
age of 99 per cent for the 
entire 
school, grade and high schools, being 
maintained. 
There were no cases of 
illegal absence reported to the Board 
The Board decided to instruct the 
principal to revive the literary society 
along plans suggested by one of the 
members. 
A decision was made to 
hold the schools open on Farmers’ 
Day, inasmuch as a half day was 
granted the 
pupils for the 
South 


Mountain Fair. 
Bills for books and supplies and 
teachers’ salaries were ordered paid. 
President John H. Seasley presided 
with the following members present: 
George H. Knouse, U. S. Kleinfelter, 
M. T. Dill and W. H. Lady. 


BIG ENGINE ON RAMPAGE 


Panic In Steel Mill When 80-Ton 
Flywheel Goes Through Roof.

18.—A 6000- 
horse-power engine became violently 
insane late Sunday night in the bar 
mill of the Carnegie Steel Company. 
One man was injured and about IOO 
employees had narrow escapes. 
The engine got beyond control of 
its tenders and started racing. 
At­ 
tendants made desperate efforts 
to 
tame the rampaging machine, but it 
would not be calmed. Finally a fly­ 
wheel, weighing 80 tons, let go. One 
splinter weighing 20 tons landed in 
a baseball park. 
Incidentally, 
its 
route was via the roof. Operations 
have been crippled as a consequence 
of the accident. 
Much of the power 
for the plant was supplied by this en­ 
gine. It had been planned to operate 
all the local mills of the Steel 
Cor­ 
poration, commencing today.
